Call to order.

Discussion/decision on revisions to Article 6, Section 9.61, Metallic Mineral Exploration, 

Prospecting and Mining.

the purpose and duties of a Mining Impact Committee and one is a draft of an ordinance for Article 

6, Section 9.61, Metallic Mineral Exploration, Prospecting and Mining.

Rezone Petition #6-2018 authored by Ryan Hanson, agent, and Minocqua Timber, LLC, owner, to 

rezone part of NW NW lying west of Oak Drive, Section 20, T38N, R6E, Town of Hazelhurst from 

District #1A-Forestry to District #04-Residential & Farming.
